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Truck attack suspect 
faces terrorism charges

NEW YORK 
Federal prosecutors brought 
terrorism charges Wednesday 
against the Uzbek immigrant 
accused in the truck rampage 
that left eight people dead, say- 
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ing he was spurred to attack by 
the Islamic State group’s online 
calls to action and picked Hallo- 
ween because he knew more 
people would be out on the 
streets. 


Even as he lay wounded in the 


hospital from police gunfire, 
Sayfullo Saipov, 29, asked to 


display the Islamic State group’s 
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anonymity. 


flag in his room and said “he 
felt good about what he had 
done,” prosecutors said in court 
papers. Saipov was brought to 
court in a wheelchair to face the 
charges, which could bring the 
death penalty. 

Meanwhile, the FBI said it 
wanted to question a second 
person from Uzbekistan - Muk- 


Saipov nodded his head re- 
peatedly as he was read his 
rights in a brief court proceed- 
ing that he followed through a 
Russian interpreter. 

His court-appointed lawyer, 
David Patton, said Saipov was in 
“a significant amount of pain” 
and asked that he get wound 
care and a wheelchair or crutch- 
es in the federal lockup where 
he’s being held without bail. 

Outside court, Patton called 


hammadzoir Kadirov, 32 - and 
had found him. A law enforce- 
ment official said Kadirov may 
not have a role in the case, but 
investigators became suspicious 
when they couldn’t find him as 
he was one of Saipov’s few 
friends. The official wasn’t au- 
thorized to speak publicly and 
spoke to AP on condition of

Law says you can't even ask

The unleashed dog lunged 
from the woman’s lap and right 
at Andy, Michaela Chase’s dog. 

“It was going for blood,” 
Chase said, thinking back to the 
narrow waiting room at her 


physical therapy gym in Lincoln, 


Neb. “It was in full attack 
mode.” 


Shielded by Chase’s wheel- 
chair, Andy avoided the other 
dog, which had a tag on its col- 
lar that said “service dog.” But 
though there was no fight, the 
damage was done. 


“It really ruined Andy,” Chase 


said of her service dog trained 
by Paws for Freedom Inc. in 
Tonganoxie, Kan. Andy — the 
victim of a fake service dog, 
Chase said — now distrusts 
other dogs. He’ll even bark at 


other service dogs. 

Fake service dogs are essen- 
tially untrained pets wearing 
vests or tags purchased online 
so Fido can tag along, too. 
They’ve become the bane of 
those who rely on trained serv- 
ice dogs to deal with disabilities. 

Service dog owners take video 
of apparent impostors tugging at 
leashes in malls, groceries and 
other public venues. They 
record threatening fakes and

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‘Its a miracle’: Lyft driver 
survives three bullets 
to the head and chest

One of the three bullets en- 
tered Antoine Roston’s head 
from below his left ear. 

It shattered his left jaw and at 
least three teeth, blew a hole 
through his tongue and burst 


out of his right cheek. 

The second bullet dug 
through the back of his head, 
ripping a furrow that doctors 
had to staple closed. 

The last bullet is still embed- 
ded below his left clavicle, inch- 
es from his heart. 

Roston, 41, can’t verbalize 
what happened early Sunday 


morning when he 
arrived as a driver 
for Lyft to pick up 
a woman outside 
the Landing Eat- 
ery & Pub in 
Liberty. His jaw is 
wired shut and 
his tongue swol- 
len. 

What little Roston has been 
able to communicate to his wife, 
their three children, his mother 
and sister — when he hasn’t 
been in surgery or sedated — 
has been in hand-scrawled 
notes.
